Specifically, the Johansson et al. and GB 1,188,1 12 references fail to teach or suggest 
the presence of ether groups in the fumarate derivatives. The Klaban and US Patent 
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No. 2,514,786 fail to teach or suggest derivatives of polyhydric alcohols. US 2,514,786 
fails to teach or suggest the presence of fumarate derivatives.
